He  was  a  dear  friend  of  the  Lincoln  family, 
and  it  was  in  his  house  [in  Springfield,  Illinois]  that  Mr.  Lincoln  married  his  wife  [Mary  Todd] 
in  1842.  He  was  about  55  years  of  age,  and  a  man  of  noble  character.”

Non-Poisonous 

"Copperheads" 

The  following  is  from  Jim  Hopkins: 

“Dear  Mr.  Bowers; 

“In  a  recent  issue  of  The  Coin  Collector 
you  mentioned  having  heard  or  read  that 
the  Copperheads  (members  of  the  North¬ 
ern  ‘Peace  Party’  during  the  Civil  War) 
used  the  cut-out  head  of  an  old  copper 
large  cent  as  a  symbol.  I  recently  ran  across 
the  following  in  The  Civil  War,  by  Shelby 
Forte,  Volume  2,  page  632: 

By  way  of  identification  to  one  another, 
in  addition  to  much  intricate  handclasp  and 
unpronounceable  passwords  as  were  com¬ 
mon  to  secret  fraternities,  [the  copper¬ 
head]  wore  on  their  lapels  the  head  of 
Liberty  cut  from  an  old-style  penny;  ‘cop¬ 
perheads,’  their  enemies  called  them,  in 
scornful  reference  to  the  poisonous  reptile 
by  that  name. 

“Unfortunately,  Forte’s  work  is  not 
footnoted,  so  I  am  not  sure  of  his  source 
for  this  information.  Obviously,  the  name 
copperhead  was  a  play  on  both  the  reptile 
and  the  ‘Copper  Head’  from  the  large 
cent. 

“By  the  way,  I  just  want  to  also  let  you 
know  how  much  my  wife  and  I  enjoy 
[your]  Rare  Coin  Review  and  The  Coin  Col¬ 
lector. 

“I  hope  this  information  is  of  some 
interest  to  you.”

BACK  TO  THE  PAST :  In  Italy  in  September,  moviegoers  watched  silent  films  with 
subtitles  (sound-dubbers  for  foreign  films  were  on  strike  at  the  time). 


A  MOST  INTERESTING  description  seen  recently  of  an  appetizer:  “Peekytoe  crab 
wrapped  in  thin  slices  of  tuna  was  garnished  with  avocado,  papaya,  and  yellow  tomato  and 
dressed  in  a  powerful  vinaigrette  combining  little  slivers  of  lemon  with  tamari.”

A  RARE  1959-D  Lincoln  cent  with  the  old-style  (1909-1958)  wreath  reverse  formed  a 
topic  for  a  comment  in  a  recent  issue  of  “The  Swiatek  Report.”  According  to  the  account, 
a  specimen  had  come  to  light  some  years  ago,  and  on  February  6, 1 986,  “was  microscopically 
examined  by  the  forensic  division  of  the  U.S.  Secret  Service  and  found  to  be  genuine.” 
However,  j.P.  Martin,  former  chief  authenticator  for  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
was  quoted  as  saying  that  although  he  could  not  find  evidence  that  the  coin  is  a  counterfeit, 
his  “gut  feeling”  was  that  “it  is  not  a  genuine  mint  product.”  Thus,  a  major  rarity  may  or  may 
not  be  in  existence.  We  await  further  information. 


OFTEN  IF  SOMETHING  APPEARS  IN  PRINT  about  wealthy  people,  it  is  negative. 
However,  perhaps  some  accolades  are  due  to  this  sector,  as  per  this  comment  in  The  Wall 
Street  journal:  “The  wealthiest  Americans,  the  1%  with  annual  income  over  $229,230,  paid 
almost  one-third  of  the  nation’s  total  federal  income  taxes  in  1 996,  up  from  25%  a  decade 
earlier.”

HOBBYIST  POWER:  In  rare  coins  and  also  in  the  field  of  comet  discovery  in  astronomy, 
most  of  the  major  discoveries  of  varieties  made  in  recent  decades  have  been  by  non¬ 
professionals. 


NEIL  CAROTHERS,  whose  book,  Fractional  Money,  on  coins  in  circulation  is  one  of  our 
favorite  titles,  would  have  enjoyed  reading  this;  “In  fact,  the  form  of  an  ancient  coin  is  only 
its  outer  shell;  its  life  or  soul  lies  in  the  circumstances  of  its  circulation,  particularly  its 
purchasing  power,  its  physical  substance  is  worthy  of  our  study,  just  as  a  fossil  is  deserving 
of  a  biologist’s  research.  That  is  undeniable.  If,  however,  we  can  learn  from  the  fossil  of  a 
species  of  bird  how  in  antiquity  that  bird  flew,  what  sort  of  call  it  emitted,  what  its  life  span 
was,  how  it  affected  man’s  life,  would  not  that  be  still  better?”  (A  Monetary  History  of  China

CONGRATULATIONS  to  those  involved  in  the  restoration  of  the  Grand  Central 
Railroad  Terminal  in  New  York  City.  First  opened  in  1913,  the  ornate  structure  attracted 
150,000  people  on  its  first  day.  In  later  times  the  facility  became  drab  and  dingy,  and  in  the 
1 960s  it  was  supposed  to  be  demolished.  After  all,  the  site  at  the  foot  of  Park  Avenue  would 
have  been  just  grand  for  another  skyscraper.  However,  this  didn’t  happen,  and  $  1 97,000,000 
later,  it  is  now  back  to  its  original  magnificent  self.  If  anything,  the  attention  the  station  has 
received  in  recent  times  reflects  American’s  love  for  tradition.  Now,  perhaps  someone 
should  dust  off  the  old  “educational”  notes  of  1896,  the  ornate  $1,  $2,  $5,  and  consider 
issuing  a  new  version— probably  the  closest  thing  on  any  piece  of  American  paper  money  to 
match  the  ornateness  of  the  Grand  Central  Terminal.

Our  Pubhcations  Department  and 
Shipping  Department  with  Guy  Hughes,  Mary 
Toed,  and  Donna  Badeau  seems  to  be  involved 
in  101  activities,  Don  Snyder  and  Laurel  MorrUl 
take  care  of  our  Financial  Department,  and 
more.  Rosalie  Minnerly  helps  Dave  with  many 
research  projects  and  correspondence.  Chris 
Karstedt,  our  director  of  pubUdty  and  advertis¬ 
ing,  does  double  or  even  triple  duty  not  only  in 
the  subject  mentioned,  but  in  many  other  things 
as  well.  We  also  want  to  mention  Debbie 
McDonald,  our  receptionist,  who  is  the  friendly 
voice  you  hear  on  the  other  end  of  the  Hne 
when  you  call  us.  And  we  don’t  want  to  forget 
Tom  Trumble,  our  computer  guru  who  devel¬ 
oped  and  maintains  our  computer  network  sys¬ 
tem.  He  keeps  us  up  and  running  smoothly. 

Focus  on  Auctions 

Now,  for  attention  to  what  this  article  is 
supposed  to  be  about; 

All  of  the  preceding  is  in  addition  to  our 
Auction  Department!  And,  what  a  busy  de¬ 
partment  this  is!  John  Pack,  Frank  Van  Valen, 
Beth  Piper,  Jennifer  Nicolay,  Cynthia 
LaCarbonara  (who  wears  several  hats),  and 
Denise  D’Eri  are  the  heart  of  the  operation, 
but  others  do  a  lot  as  well.  Some  of  this  is  be¬ 
hind  the  scenes. 

Have  we  ever  mentioned  that  a  few  years  ago 
during  one  of  our  large  auction  sales  we  had  a 
group  of  over  a  half  dozen  of  America’s  leading 
rare  coin  dealers  assembled  in  one  spot,  and  we 
had  a  grading  “test”?  Well  we  did.  To  do  this 
we  took  a  group  of  Saint-Gaudens  $20  gold 
coins  that  had  been  certified,  put  a  label  over  the 
grade  on  each,  and  passed  them  around.  The 
penon  who  came  closest  to  the  actual  certified 
grades?  It  was  our  own  Beth  Piper. 

Then  there  is  John  Pack,  whose  knowl¬ 
edge  ranges  from  coins  of  ancient  Greece  and 
Rome  to,  say,  Washington  quarter  dollars.  It 
is  John  who  is  the  prime  contact  for  incom¬ 
ing  consignments.  Frank  Van  Valen,  an  old- 
timer  who  recently  rejoined  our  staff  (wel¬ 
come  back,  Frank!)  could  probably  give  a 
knowledgeable  talk  to  a  coin  club  on  just 
about  anything.  Yesterday  he  was  studying  a 
Japanese  gold  oban,  the  day  before  that  he  was 
figuring  out  the  die  variety  of  a  1795  Flowing 
Hair  half  dollar,  and,  along  the  way,  he  has 
been  cataloguing  a  nice  collection  of  Indian 
cents.  Jennifer  Nicolay  keeps  track  of  logis¬ 
tics,  the  coming  and  going  of  consignments, 
correspondence,  etc. 

It  takes  a  dynamic  team  to  create  a  fine  auc¬ 
tion  sale,  and  beyond  the  Auction  Department 
just  about  everyone  else  helps  in  one  way  or 
another.  Of  course,  we  enjoy  what  we  do. 
Along  the  way,  we  have  met  some  of  the  fin¬ 
est  people  in  the  world  and  have  handled 
much  more  than  our  share  of  important  con¬ 
signments,  including  the  most  valuable  collec¬ 
tions  ever  sold  at  auction. 

In  a  word,  auctions  are  exciting.  In  another 
word,  they  are  lots  of  fun.  We  endeavor  to  make 
most  of  our  sales  cosmopoHtan  with  something 
for  everyone.  Thus,  a  given  sale  might  have  a 
gem  Proof 1895  Morgan  dollar,  but  also  contain 
a  starter  run  of  worn  large  copper  cents  or  a 
bundle  of  long-hidden  Confederate  notes. 
Probably  every  important  collection  ever 
formed  has  been  assembled,  at  least  in  part,  by 
purchases  in  auction  sales.  In  a  way  the  venue  is 
ideal,  for  you  set  the  price  you  want  to  pay. 

Now,  for  a  view  of  what  happened  at  our 
most  recent  sale: 


Baltimore  in  November 

Superb,  stupendous,  remarkable,  outstand¬ 
ing!  These  are  just  a  few  exciting  adjectives 
heard  in  the  auction  gallery  as  bidders  discussed 
the  prices  realized  for  the  most  recent  Bowers 
and  Merena  auction.  Held  November  12-14  at 
the  Marriott  Irmer  Harbor  Hotel  in  Baltimore, 
The  Cabinets  of  Craig  M.  Morgan,  M.D., 
Stephen  C.  Leckar,  and  the  Columbia  and 
Time  Capsule  Collections  and  the  separate  of¬ 
fering  of  The  Great  Lakes  Collection  (the  latter 
in  combination  with  Hanks  &  Associates) 
crossed  the  block  to  a  full  gallery  of  enthusiastic 
bidders.  When  all  was  said  and  done,  over  2,500 
lots  of  superb  rarities  and  important  collector 
pieces  reafized  a  remarkable  $6,322,153!  Pre¬ 
sale  estimates  were  shattered  at  every  turn.  The 
auctioneering  at  the  podium  was  done  by  our 
“iron  man”  John  Babahs,  capably  assisted  by 
Ray  Merena,  and  with  gavel  in  hand  (figura¬ 
tively)  for  the  first  time,  Chris  Karstedt.  Prices 
were  great,  and,  as  they  say,  a  good  time  was  had 
by  all  (at  least  so  far  as  we  know).  Dave  Bowers 
was  sidehned  with  a  kidney  stone  and  stayed  at 
the  office,  but  he  was  as  happy  as  a  clam,  busy 
working  on  another  new  book,  this  one  about 
the  Gold  Rush,  steamships,  and  more. 

“Not  since  our  sale  of  the  EHasberg  Collec¬ 
tion  have  we  seen  such  strong  prices  and  mar¬ 
ket  enthusiasm”  commented  Ray  Merena, 
“and,  the  catalogue  itself  received  glowing  re¬ 
views  from  the  numismatic  community.  The 
demand  was  so  great,  that  we  completely  sold 
out  of  the  extra  copies  we  printed.  Our  staff 
put  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  into  this 
catalogue,  which  was  the  size  of  a  book.  Our 
bidders  responded  overwhelmingly,  which 
made  the  equation  absolutely  perfect.” 

Among  the  Paper  Money  Sold 

Here  are  some  of  the  highfights  (including 
the  buyers’  fee): 

Leading  off  the  sale  was  an  important  offer¬ 
ing  of  federal  currency  from  an  old-time  collec¬ 
tor.  The  first  lot  set  the  tone  of  the  evening  as 
this  very  rare  $5  Friedberg-5  Demand  Note, 
Series  of  1861,  payable  at  St.  Louis,  in  VF  grade 
went  through  the  roof  at  a  mind  bogghng 
$16,100!  Did  you  know  that  in  the  mid- 19th 
century  St.  Louis  was  the  primary  financial  cen¬ 
ter  in  America  in  the  center  of  the  Midwest?  It 
was.  In  fact,  all  of  Missouri  was  super  active, 
what  with  Independence  and  St.  Joseph  being 
jumping  off  places  for  wagon  trains  headed  for 
the  Cahfomia  Gold  Rush.  Anyway. . . . 

Continuing  our  repotting,  a  lovely  $10  F- 
103  Legal  Tender  Note,  Series  of 1880,  Bmce- 
Wyman,  Choice  New  grade,  sold  for  $1 ,725;  a 
$5  F-270  Silver  Certificate,  Series  of  1896, 
Lyons-Roberts  in  EF  hammered  at  $2,415; 
immediately  followed  by  a  $5  F-281  Silver  Cer¬ 
tificate,  Series  of  1899,  Speelman- White  in 
Choice  New  going  to  a  new  home  at  $2,070. 

Continuing  the  exciting  pace.  Gold  Certifi¬ 
cates  caused  a  stir  with  a  $50  F-2296,  Series  of 
1882,  Vemon-McClung  signatures,  in  VF  re- 
ahzing  $2,300;  a  scarce  $500  F-1217  Series  of 
1922,  Speelman- White  graded  Choice  VF  as¬ 
tounding  bidders  at  $18,400;  and  a  rare  $1 ,000 
F-1220  Series  of  1922,  Speelman- White  in 
VG  bringing  $5,060!  National  Bank  notes 
continued  the  remarkable  prices  reahzed  with 
a  scarce  1902  Date  Back  $10  Santa  Fe,  Terri¬ 
tory  of  New  Mexico,  F-619  graded  VG  selling 
at  $1,725,  and  a  lovely  1875  “Lazy  Deuce”  $2 
LaCrosse,  Wisconsin  New  crossing  the  block 
at  $5,750.  Speaking  of  Santa  Fe,  this  was  also 
an  important  financial  center — though  hardly 
a  match  for  St.  Louis — in  the  last  century. 

Among  the  Copper  and 
Nickel  Coins  Sold 

Colonials  and  early  copper  coins  in  our  sale 
enticed  speciahsts  from  all  over  America  who 
came  to  fill  the  auction  gallery.  A  1652  Noe-2 
Pine  Tree  shilling,  VF-30,  brought  $7,475,  a 
harbinger  of  things  to  come.  Not  long  thereaf¬ 
ter,  an  important  1793  cent,  Sheldon-13,  VF- 
20  brought  a  remarkable  $16,100;  and  a  unique 
1820  N-6  Proof-64  BN  delighted  the  audience 
at  $43,700.  Small  cents  were  highhghted  by  an 


1856  Snow-9  Proof-62  $7,187.50  and  an  1884 
Proof-67  RD  selling  at  $3,450,  to  mention  just 
two  of  many  pieces  that  made  everyone  sit  up 
and  take  notice.  Of  course,  there  were  many 
semi-rare,  scarce,  and  even  non-rare  (is  this  a 
numismatic  term?)  pieces  in  the  sale  as  well;  as 
we  said,  something  for  everyone. 

There  is  something  interesting  about  copper 
coins.  Often  a  newcomer  to  the  hobby  will 
overlook  these  series,  preferring  to  turn  to  spar¬ 
kling  gold  and  silver.  And,  of  course,  those 
other  series  have  their  charms  and  enticements. 
However,  to  the  old-time  numismatist  there  is 
something  quite  special  about  a  pleasing  hght 
brown  cent  of,  say  1822  (not  a  rare  date),  in  EF 
or  AU  grade.  Or  a  1787  Connecticut  copper 
coin  worn  down  to  the  VF  grade. 

Continuing  with  our  description  of  the 
sale,  a  1873  nickel  3^  with  Open  3  in  the  date, 
MS-65  grade,  realized  $4,830,  a  memorable 
figure  that  surprised  us  and,  no  doubt,  every¬ 
one  else  except  the  bidder  and  underbidder. 
Among  Bufl&lo  nickel  enthusiasts  the  1918/7-D 
5y  is  always  an  object  of  great  desire;  a  lovely  VF- 
35  sold  for  $3,910. 

Among  the  Silver  Coins  Sold 

Let’s  take  a  peek  at  what  happened  in  the 
silver  series.  Just  about  everything  imaginable 
was  in  the  sale,  from  the  smallest  denomina¬ 
tion,  the  tiny  three-cent  “trime,”  to  the  larg¬ 
est,  the  420-grain  trade  dollar. 

What  should  we  mention  specifically?  How 
about  a  breathtaking  1885  lOy  Proof-68  that 
soared  to  $11,212.50?  Oralandmark  1909-0 
lOy  MS-67  that  went  to  a  happy  bidder  at 
$12,075,  while,  no  doubt,  the  consignor  had  a 
smile  on  his  face,  too! 

Quarter  dollars  brought  an  1857  in  MS-67 
to  the  block,  selhng  for  an  unbehevable 
$20,700;  an  1898  Proof-68  skyrocketed  to 
$18,400;  and  would  you  beheve  that  a  fantas¬ 
tic  1912  Proof-69  went  to  a  defighted  collec¬ 
tor  at  $48,300?  It  did! 

Half  dollars  continued  the  bidding  frenzy 
with  dozens  of  hands  competing  for  a  phenom¬ 
enal  1899  Proof-69  which  finally  hammered  at 
an  amazing  $39,100;  followed  by  a  1900  Proof- 
67  seUing  for  $11,500.  Excitement  prevailed, 
and  it  was  almost  as  if  there  would  be  no  tomor¬ 
row!  This  reminds  us  to  say  that  our  upcoming 
Rarities  Sale  (which  is  not  cosmopofitan,  as  it 
contains  mostly  scarce  and  rare  items)  will 
showcase  the  Douglas  L.  Noblet  Collection, 
featuring  some  of  the  nicest  early  (1794-1838), 
Liberty  Seated  (1839-1891)  and  Liberty  Walk¬ 
ing  half  dollars  ever  to  be  in  one  of  our  cata¬ 
logues  (which,  of  course,  is  saying  a  lot). 

Silver  dollars  continued  to  dehght  the  audi¬ 


ence  in  our  Baltimore  sale  with  a  1795  BB-52, 
B-15  MS-64  soaring  to  $85,000;  an  1863 
Proof-65  bringing  $20,700;  and  an  1865  Proof- 
66  crossing  the  block  at  a  memorable  $36,800. 

The  Morgan  Dollar  Museum  Collection  re¬ 
ceived  an  enthusiastic  reception  with  an  1878  7 
Tailfeathers,  2nd  Reverse,  in  MS-66  going  to  a 
new  home  at  $6,900;  an  1878-CC  MS-66 
bringing  $6,325,  an  1886-0  MS-64  reahzing 
$8,050,  and  an  1890-S  MS-67  seUing  for 
$6,957.50!  It  was  if  there  were  no  more  Mor¬ 
gan  dollars  in  the  entire  world,  and  Bowers  and 
Merena  had  them  all!  Morgan  dollars  continued 
to  please  with  an  1899  Proof-69  soaring  to  a 
remarkable  $61,900.  Trade  dollars  were  high- 
Hghted  by  an  1875-S  Type  I/I  MS-66  defight- 
ing  onlookers  at  $46,000  and  an  1879  Proof-66 
going  to  a  happy  bidder  at  $25,300.  Actually, 
the  Morgan  Dollar  Museum  Collection  still 
includes  some  mighty  fine  coins,  and  you’ll  see 
more  of  them  in  our  January  sale.  It  is  sort  of 
hke  the  Pennsylvania  Cabinet,  an  in-depth 
holding  consigned  to  us,  that  requires  multiple 
sales  to  spread  it  over  a  period  of  time. 

Among  the  Gold  Coins  Sold 

Gold  coins  were  the  cornerstone  of  this 
fabulous  Bowers  and  Merena  sale.  A  remark¬ 
able  complete  date  and  mintmark  collection  of 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  packed  the 
evening  session  to  overflowing!  This  is  the 
collection  that  Gail  Watson  helped  form 
through  our  Collection  Portfoho  Program. 

Dozens  of  bidders  competed  for  each  piece, 
with  amazing  prices  reafized!  An  1859-C  gold 
$1  in  AU-55  climbed  way  up  and  sold  for 
$7,475;  a  1841-C  $2.50  AU-55  went  through 
the  roof  at  $18,400;  and  an  1856-C  $5  AU-58 
went  to  a  new  home  for  an  amazing  $18,400. 
The  Dahlonega  parade  started  with  an  1849-D 
$1  Open  Wreath  MS-63  seUing  for  $19,550 
and  an  1855-D  $1  AU-50  also  bringing 
$19,550.  A  memorable  1841-D  $2.50  MS-62 
brought  a  round  of  applause  at  $46,000;  fol¬ 
lowed  by  an  1842-D  AU-53  rocketing  to 
$20,700;  an  1854-D  $2.50  AU-50  realizing 
$19,550;  an  1855-D  $2.50  AU-50  seUing  for 
$23,000;  an  1856-D  $2.50  AU-50  going  to  a 
happy  bidder  at  $26,450.  The  stand-alone 
1854-D  $3  AU-53  created  a  stir  at  $29,900 
and  an  1861-D  $5  AU-55  went  to  a  new 
home  at  $20,700. 

And  that’s  not  aU!  Other  gold  coins  from 
the  1790s  to  the  1920s  kept  up  the  exciting 
pace.  A  1798  $2.50  Breen-6116,  B-IA  in 
AU-50  brought  $28,750,  the  1798  $2.50 
Breen-6117,  B-2B  MS-60  reafized  a  memo¬ 
rable  $43,700,  the  1804  $2.50  Breen-6119,  B- 
(continued  on  next  page)

The  audience  erupted  with  applause  as  the 
famous  1841  $2.50  Proof-40  finally  sold  for  a 
record-smashing  $74,000  after  dozens  of  bid¬ 
ders  kept  their  hands  in  the  air  until  the  final 
moment.  Wow!  The  catalogue  included  the 
full  “story”  of  this  rarity,  affectionately  called 
the  “Little  Princess.” 

Then  an  1898  Proof-68  Cameo  quarter 
eagle  caused  a  stir  at  $41,400  and  a  1795  $10 
Breen-6830,  B-2B  stunned  onlookers  at 
$46,000.  Not  to  be  outdone  was  a  near  gem 
1915-S  Panama-Pacific  $50  round  in  MS-64 
which  brought  $48,300. 

Among  the  Other  Highlights 

Other  highlights  of  our  most  recent  sale 
include: 

Confederate  currency,  quite  popular  on  the 
market  today,  brought  an  in-gathering  of 
devotees  who  eagerly  competed  for  a  cache  of 
notes  that  had  been  hidden  away  in  a  bank 
vault  for  many  years,  only  now  to  see  the  fight 
of  day:  $50  1861  T-6,  C-6  New  $1,725;  $50 
1861  T-15,  C-79  Fine  $3,910;  $100  1861  T- 
5,  C-5  New  $2,070. 

Encased  Postage  hit  its  stride  as  a  fine  special¬ 
ized  collection  played  to  an  enthusiastic  audi¬ 
ence:  A  Weir  &  Larminie  lOsz:  HB-233,  EP- 
133,  Reed-WLIO  EF,  the  only  encased  postage 
stamp  to  be  issued  in  Canada,  soared  to 
$1,667.50.  White  the  Hatter  U  HB-234,  EP- 
30,  Reed-WHOl,  EF  grade,  the  advertising 
piece  of  a  business  situated  next  door  to 
Bamum’s  American  Museum,  brought  a  price 
that  even  Bamum  would  have  admired:  $1 ,840. 

Canadian  coinage  has  been  a  long-time  spe¬ 
cialty  in  Bowers  and  Merena  sales,  and  even 
today  the  Victoria  Collection,  the  Frontenac 
Collection,  and  the  Norweb  Collection  still 
echo  in  the  hallways  of  numismatics.  At  the  re¬ 
cent  sale  Canadian  coins  remained  in  the  lime¬ 
light.  An  1870  50(i  L.C.W.  MS-63  went  for 
an  impressive  $4,140;  a  1902  50^  MS-63  saw 
lots  of  action  and  brought  $2,760;  and  a  par¬ 
ticularly  choice  1903-H  50(t  MS-66  chmbed 
all  the  way  to  $6,900.  Among  other  Canadian 
highhghts,  a  six-piece  1948  Specimen  set  real¬ 
ized  $4,025;  and  seven-piece  1951  Specimen 
set  fetched  $4,200. 

A  special  section  of  the  Bowers  and  Merena 
catalogue  was  devoted  to  coins  of  the  world.  A 
German  States  Hesse-Darmstadt  1896-A  two 
marks,  KM-368  Proof-63,  was  bid  all  the  way 
to  $1,495;  a  Hong  Kong  1866  $1  KM-10 
Proof-61  went  to  $3,105;  a  Mexico  1824-JM 
Mo  KM-376.2,  one  of  many  Mexican  high¬ 
lights,  fetched  $1,955;  and  a  Mexico  1866 
Mexico  City  Mint  20  pesos  KM-389  MS-63 
saw  competition  to  $2,300,  In  other  action  a 
Swiss  Canton  RepubUc  of  Basel  1795  duplone 
KM- 187  MS-62  PL  went  to  a  new  home  for 
$2,300;  and  among  highhghts  of  a  speciaHzed 
collection,  an  India  1874  One  rupee  Assam 
Tea  Gardens  Estates  Pridmore-33A  Proof-60 
in  gold  ran  away  into  hitherto  unknown  terri¬ 
tory  at  $3,220. 

Among  medals,  an  1862  Juhan  IP-38 
Abraham  Lincoln  Indian  Peace  medal,  silver, 
plain  edge,  holed  for  suspension,  second  reverse 
die,  VF-20,  was  bid  up  and  up  and  up  to  a  final 
$6,325,  an  1847  Jufian  PE-3  Washington 
Allston,  American  Art  Union  medal,  silver, 
plain  edge  Proof-63,  for  which  a  well-known 
specialist  was  holding  a  bid  for  what  he  thought 
was  a  strong  $  1 ,200,  left  all  but  two  competitors 
in  the  dust  at  a  simply  incredible  $5,750. 

Among  Civil  War  tokens,  there  was  lots  of 
action,  as  might  be  expected,  as  this  series  has 
been  “warming  up”  recently.  At  the  Bowers 
and  Merena  sale  the  heat  was  turned  up  to 
“Hot!”  A  rare  A.  Cohen  token  of  Leavenworth, 
Kansas,  Fuld  KS-550-A-01a,  copper,  plain  edge 
MS-60  BN,  ran,  leaped,  and  made  a  final 
record-breaking  jump  to  $2,415.  And,  who 
would  have  believed  that  a  curious  and  rare 
Lisbon,  OH,  token  of  A.J.  Blocksom,  Fuld. 
OH-61 5-A-Ol e,  white  metal,  plain  edge  AU- 
50  would  have  sold  for  anything  hke  $  1 ,840?!

A  Letter  from  Mr.  D.C 

“I  must  say  that  your  Silver  Dollars  and 
Trade  Dollars  of  the  United  States:  A  Com¬ 
plete  Encyclopedia,  is  the  one  reference 
work  in  my  library  which  is  consulted  most 
often!... 

“As  I  mentioned  to  Gail  Watson  in  a 
recent  telephone  conversation,  I  recently 
bought  (on  the  aftermarket)  the  1875 
Proof  trade  dollar  you  sold  recently  as  part 
of  the  complete  (1873-1885)  New  En¬ 
gland  Collection.

L.S.P.  ASKS:  I  am  a  great  fan  of  your 
various  books  and  periodicals  and  am  also 
happy  to  receive  the  nice  coins  I  order  from 
your  firm  on  occasion.  Keep  up  the  great 
work! 

The  reason  I  am  writing  you  is  to  ask  you 
a  book  question.  I  recently  pur¬ 
chased  all  seven  volumes  ofyour 
Numismatist's  Companion  book 
series  that  you  currently  offer 
through  your  firm  and  I  am  en¬ 
joying  the  first  of  them.  Being  of 
a  collector  mindset,  I  noticed  upon 
opening  the  shipment  thatthe  books 
were  not  numbered  one  through 
seven  as  I  had  assumed.  There 
was  a  number  one,  then 
numbers  three  through 
eight— what  happened  to 
volume  two?  After  reading 
the  foreword  to  the  third 
volume,  I  learned  that  you 
did  publish  a  volume  two  en¬ 
titled  The  Numismatist's  Fireside 
Companion  in  1 988. 

Not  wanting  to  have  an  in¬ 
complete  set,  I  called  Mary  Tocci 
in  your  book  department,  who 
regretfully  informed  me  that  it  is 
currently  out  of  print.  I  then  con¬ 
tacted  all  the  book  dealers  who 
specialize  in  out-of-print  numismatic 
books  that  advertise  in  Coin  World, 
none  of  whom  could  furnish  me  with  a  copy. 

Which  finally  brings  me  to  my  question: 
Do  you  know  where  I  might  obtain  a  copy?  I 
would  very  much  like  to  purchase  this  vol¬ 
ume  to  complete  the  set  and  would  certainly 
be  willing  to  pay  a  premium  to  obtain  it. 

CC  ANSWERS:  Thank  you  for  your  nice 
words.  I  am  sending  along  the  addresses  of 
several  dealers  in  out-of-print  books  (an  adver¬ 
tising  list  from  The  Asylum,  journal  of  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Bibliomania  Society),  which  may  dupli¬ 
cate  some  of  your  previous  efforts,  but  which 
also  may  yield  the  copy  you  desire. 

I  imagine  that  the  main  problem  for  finding 
The  Numismatist’s  Fireside  Companion  is  not 
one  of  paying  much  for  it,  as  I  feel  it  would  not 
be  particularly  expensive,  as  is  the  opportunity 
of  finding  someone  having  the  copy  for  sale.  If  I 
recall,  several  thousand  copies  were  originally 
distributed,  so  there  must  be  a  spare  copy  out 
there  somewhere!  Alternatively,  if  none  of  this 
works,  a  classified  advertisement  in  the  back  of 
the  popular  numismatic  periodicals  might  do 
the  trick. 


R.A.  ASKS:  I  am  puzzled  by  a  1 903  Proof 
Liberty  nickel  I  have.  Its  reverse  die  is  rotated 
by  180°.  In  other  words,  it  has  a  perfect 
medallic  alignment.  Is  it  rare  for  a  United 
States  Proof  coin?  Does  it  command  any 
extra  premium?  Any  information  you  can 
provide  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

CC  ANSWERS:  The  1903  Proof  Liberty 
nickel  was  made  in  two  versions— one  with 
regular  alignment  and  one  with  medal-wise 
alignment  (such  as  you  have).  I  was  the  first 
person  to  discover  this  variety,  so  far  as  I 
know,  when  I  found  a  specimen  in  the  Ambrose 
Brown  Collection,  which  Empire  Coin  Com¬ 
pany  purchased  in  the  early  1960s.  While  the 
medal-wise  Proof  is  at  least  several  times  rarer 
than  a  regular  (180°)  alignment,  the  market 
interest  in  it  is  small.  I  would  expect  the 
premium  for  it  would  be  on  the  order  of  1 0% 
to  30%,  if  it  were  accompanied  by  an  authori¬ 
tative  description. 

Incidentally,  misaligned  dies  were  used  on 


certain  other  Proofs  years  ago  including  the 
1867  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollar,  the  1868 
Indian  cent,  and  the  1 868  $3,  to  give  justa  short 
list. 

The  current  “great  alignment  puzzle”  in 
American  numismatics  has  to  do  with  1836- 
dated  Gobrecht  silver  dollars,  which  come 
in  a  number  of  different  arrangements. 
Many  comments  by  us  and  others  have 
appeared  in  print  as  we  all  seek 
clues  to  which  of  the  several  die 
states,  weight  formats,  and  die 
alignments  were  struck  in 
which  order.  The  first  pieces, 
with  normal  die  alignment 
(180°  apart)  were  made  in  De¬ 
cember  1836.  After  that,  with 
mintage  from  1836-dated  dies 
continuing  from  1837  through 
the  late  1850s,  the  situation 
becomes  murky. 


R.M.  ASKS:  I  have  never 
placed  a  bid  in  a  coin  auc-  j 
tion.  As  you  have  empha-  | 
sized  so  well,  the  grade  | 
ofthe  coin  does  not  con-  ! 
veythevalueasmuchas  h 
the  quality  of  the  coin. 
How  can  I  determine  the 
value  of  a  coin  from  an 
auction  description  without 
seeing  the  coin  itself?  What  , 
would  be  some  types  of  coins  in  an  ^ 
auction  that  a  beginning  auction  customer 
would  be  able  to  make  reasonable  bids  on? 
What  types  of  coins  should  I  stay  away  from 
in  the  beginning? 

CC  ANSWERS:  Concerning  coin  auctions, 
probably  the  best  technique  is  to  familiarize  ^ 
yourself  v/ith  the  auction  house  before  placing 
a  significant  number  of  bids.  You  will  probably 
find  that  some  auctioneers  will  describe  pieces 
“right  on  target,”  while  others  are  a  bit  loose  in 
their  interpretations.  Once  you  find  an  auction 
house  you  like  doing  business  with,  or  several 
auction  houses,  then  concentrate  on  those  and 
ignore  the  others.  If  a  firm  that  is  inconsistent 
offers  pieces  that  you  simply  must  have,  prob¬ 
ably  the  best  bet  is  to  pay  someone  a  fee 
(typically  5%)  to  represent  you  in  person  at  the 
sale,  and  inspeetthe  pieces  in  person.  Of  course,  . 

you  v^ll  have  to  make  a  firm  commitment,  and  ■ 
if  your  agent  likes  a  coin  and  buys  it  for  you  on  i 
the  auction  floor,  but  you  don’t  like  it,  you  are  j 
out  of  luck— you  own  it  anyway.  ( 

Concerning  types  of  coins  in  an  auction  that 
should  be  bid  upon,  this  cannot  be  answered 
with  certainty.  In  general  I  recommend  that 
you  only  bid  on  coins  you  would  enjoy  owning. 
There  would  be  no  sense  on  bidding  on  Mer¬ 
cury  dimes,  for  example,  if  you  didn’t  collect 
them.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  collect  large 
cents  of  the  1816-1839  period,  and  a  dandy 
coin  is  offered,  then  you  should  bid  liberally. 

If  you  are  simply  seeking  bargains,  your  best 
bet  is  probably  to  attend  the  sale  in  person.  In 
that  way  you  can  see  the  quality  for  yourself, 
and  stay  away  from  any  pieces  that  don’t  have 
attractive  visual  appeal  or  are  otherwise  unde¬ 
sirable.  However,  unless  you  are  a  dealer,  I 
would  consider  it  more  important  to  buy  a  few 
coins  at  strong  market  prices  for  your  collec¬ 
tion  than  to  buy  a  larger  number  of  coins  at 
lower  prices  simply  because  they  are  cheap.  Of 
course,  someone  else’s  opinion  could  differ. 

The  auction  process  is  a  very  pleasant  way 
to  acquire  coins,  and  I  have  seen  many  people 
really  enjoy  our  own  sales  over  a  long  period  of 
time. 
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Remembering  Burnett  Anderson 

As  this  issue  of  The  Coin  Collector  was  being  prepared,  we  were  all  saddened  to  hear  of  the 
passing  of  Burnett  Anderson.  For  many  years  he  had  been  a  friend  of  our  firm,  and  it  was 
always  a  pleasure  to  see  him  in  person  at  our  auction  sales  or  even  during  a  visit  or  two  to  New 
Hampshire. 

Numismatic  News  and  Krause  Pubhcations  had  a  real  asset,  a  jewel  of  a  person,  a  cracker- 
jack  reporter,  in  Burnett.  We  are  all  the  beneficiaries  of  his  fine  articles,  the  insights  he  pro¬ 
vided  concerning  the  ins  and  outs  of  numismatics  in  the  nation’s  capital,  and  the  often  strange 
(perhaps  not  to  Burnett,  who  lived  in  Washington  for  much  of  his  fife)  actions  of  our  elected 
officials. 

When  the  roll  call  is  read  for  outstanding  numismatic  reporting,  Burnett  Anderson  will 
be  remembered  for  a  fine  combination  of  keen  observation  coupled  with  a  friendly  outlook, 
together  with  the  absolutely  essential  ability  to  relate  things  in  an  interesting  manner. 

Quite  possibly  in  American  numismatics,  he  was,  as  they  say,  a  “Rarity-7  or  8,’’  which, 
of  course,  means  quite  unusual  and  special!

WE  RECENTLY  RECEIVED  a  dandy  auction  catalogue  from  Paul  Cunningham  listing 
thousands  of  trade  checks— tokens  produced  primarily  in  the  20th  century  and  used  for 
trade,  gambling,  etc.  The  presentation,  which  clearly  showed  a  fantastic  amount  of  effort, 
listed  all  the  states  in  order  from  Alabama  onward.  However,  not  a  single  New  Hampshire 
token  was  to  be  found!  Now,  if  you  are  a  token  specialist  you  recognize  that  this  is  par  for 
the  course,  as  when  it  came  to  issuing  tokens.  New  Hampshire  was  strictly  an  also-ran.  Our 
state  did  score  a  single  entry  earlier,  in  the  Civil  War  series,  when  A.W.  Gale,  who  operated 
a  restaurant  at  the  railroad  station  in  Concord,  had  Joseph  Merriam  of  Boston  produce 
some  advertising  pieces.  Still  earlier,  in  the  Hard  Times  era  there  were  not  one  but  several 
copper  pieces  produced  by  commercial  interests  in  Portsmouth  and  Dover.  However,  in 
comparison  to  most  other  states.  New  Hampshire  tokens  are  few  and  far  between. 
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Book  Tells  of  Coin  Collecting  History 

The  following  review,  by  well-known  coin  writer  and  collector  Ed  Quagliana,  was  published  in 
Pennsylvania  in  Chester  County  Living,  November  22,  1998.  We  thought  our  readers  would 
enjoy  it  Regarding  the  book  itself,  only  a  few  copies  remain— we  expect  to  sell  out  shortly. 

Q.  David  Bowers  has  authored  a  monumental 
new  book,  American  Numismatics  Before  the  Civil 
War  1 760- 1 860,  Emphasizing  the  story  of  Augustus  B. 

Sage. 

In  an  orderly  procession  of  early  coin  collectors, 
early  numismatic  writings,  auctions  and  sales.  Bow¬ 
ers  spins  an  entertaining  tale  of  the  growth  of  U.S. 
coin  collecting.  In  this  book  the  career  of  Augustus 
B.  Sage  weaves  a  thread  of  continuity  as  the  hobby 
moves  forward  with  the  times. 

Bowers’  interests  focus  on  the  northeastern  part 
of  our  country,  with  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
leading  the  way.  Early  coppers,  those  attractive  large 
cents,  in  particular,  were  a  challenge  to  the  collector 
to  find  every  date  from  1793  to  1857.  With  collec¬ 
tors  few  in  number,  practically  all  dates  could  be 
found  in  circulation.  Bullion  dealers  and  accumula¬ 
tors  were  a  source  for  “finds”  and  for  duplicate  “keepers”  for  trading.  With  the  Mint  located 
in  Philadelphia,  where  supervisors  and  workers  were  a  cooperative  crew,  local  collectors 
could  easily  acquire  the  bright,  red  copper  cents  they  needed.  Even  in  the  early  years,  the  U.S. 
Mint  was  the  biggest  coin  dealer  around.  It  made  and  sold  restrikes  from  outdated  dies  and 
starting  in  1854,  sold  Proof  set  coins  yearly.  In  1859-1860  an  estimated  $50,000  total  worth 
in  pattern  coins  were  sold,  without  any  accountability,  to  eager  collectors.  The  U.S.  Mint 
continues  to  be  the  nation’s  largest  coin  dealer. 

Legendary  personalities  bow  in  and  out  of  the  pages  of  the  book  through  letters  such  as 
Augustus  B.  Sage’s  letter  written  after  a  visit  to  Philadelphia  in  the  late  1860s  to  Joseph  J. 
Mickley.  A  musical  instrument  repairman  by  profession,  the  man  was  an  eminent  numisma¬ 
tist  who  privately  exhibited  his  coins  to  a  privileged  few.  As  a  youth  he  sought  the  rare  1 799 
large  cent,  struck  in  the  year  of  his  birth.  The  long  but  successful  search  and  the  appreciation 
in  value  of  the  coin  whetted  his  interest  to  acquire  scarce  coins.  And  acquire,  he  did.  In  1827 
Mickley  obtained  four  1827  Proof  quarters  for  face  value  at  the  Mint.  One  became  a  star  of 
the  Norweb  Collection.  Another  local  personality  that  Sage  visited  was  Edward  D.  Cogan, 
self-acclaimed  first  rare  coin  dealer  in  America.  Cogan  really  wasn’t  first  but  he  was  a  leading 
figure  in  the  hobby,  particularly  in  the  coin  auction  area.  Besides  Augustus  B.  Sage,  notables 
on  the  early  numismatic  scene  in  New  York  City  were  John  C.  Curtis,  Daniel  Fiske,  Charles 
B.  Norton,  and  John  Cooper  Vail.  Sage,  a  schoolteacher,  began  writing  a  column,  “Gleanings 
of  Coins”  for  the  Sunday  edition  of  the  New  York  Dispatch.  A  reader  and  serious  critic  of  the 
column  carried  on  a  continual  feud,  signing  himself,  “Numismatist.”  Years  later  the  critic 
identified  himself  as  the  distinguished  numismatist,  Charles  I.  Bushnell.  With  the  Sage 
column  to  encourage  them,  a  group  of  talented  numismatists  thought  the  time  was  right 
to  found  the  American  Numismatic  Society  at  a  1858  meeting  in  Sage’s  front  parlor.  Shortly, 
Sage  left  teaching  for  his  first  love  and  became  a  leading  cataloguer  for  coin  auctions. 

One  of  the  missing  factors  that  encourages  coin  collecting  is  the  availability  of  coin 
literature.  Auction  catalogues  and  the  prices  realized  from  sales  fill  that  gap.  Early  on,  books 
and  catalogues  on  U.S.  coins  were  few  and  far  between  compared  to  those  available  on 
ancient  and  world  coins.  After  all,  the  U.S.  was  anew  nation  with  a  short  history  and  relatively 
few  coin  issues,  even  in  the  colonial  and  federal  period.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  collectors 
turned  to  tokens  and  medals  which  spurred  the  collecting  of  Hard  Times  tokens  (that 
imitated  the  large  cents  in  size)  of  the  Andrew  Jackson  era,  and  the  Civil  War  tokens  (that 
imitated  the  new  small  cents)  that  appeared  during  the  war  years.  Sage  again  is  prominent 
as  an  issuer  of  his  series  of  historical  tokens.  Numismatic  Gallery  pieces.  Masonic  medalets, 
and  advertising  issues. 

Readers  will  find  the  personalities  and  the  anecdotes  in  Bowers’  book  an  enriching  source 
of  knowledge  of  early  collectors  and  collections.  The  fascination  and  intrigue  is  exciting 
detailed  in  this  worthy  work.  Treat  yourself  or  a  friend  to  a  holiday  purchase  of  this  well- 
written,  primary  sourced,  and  profusely  illustrated  book.

The  morning  after  the  arrival  of  the  last  Chagres  steamer,  some  six  or  seven  returned 
Californians  were  seen  on  the  steps  of  the  United  States  Mint,  Philadelphia,  at  a  very  early 
hour,  waiting  for  the  Mint  to  open.  Each  one  had  his  bag  of  gold  dust,  and  all  seemed  most 
impatiently  awaiting  the  time  when  the  doors  should  be  thrown  open.  One  or  two  seem 
to  be  asleep,  others  are  lying  upon  the  steps— forming  a  characteristic  scene  that  tells  its  own 
story.  Our  artist  seized  upon  the  occurrence  as  one  of  novel  interest,  and  sketched  it  on  the 
spot.  It  is  by  Devereaux. 

Chagres,  at  the  Panama  isthmus  crossing,  was  the  jumping  off  spot  in  1851  to  the  East 
for  returned  miners  with  their  precious  holdings.  These  were  in  relatively  early  times,  three 
years  before  San  Francisco  had  its  own  mint.
